You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Mason 
on Tuesday, the 9th day of March, next, at one of the clock in the 
afternoon, then and there, to bring in your ballots for the following: 


ARTICLE 1. Selectman for three years. 


The polls to close at 7:30 P.M. of the same day and at eight of 
the clock in the afternoon of the same day at the same place to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will allow the Tax Collector 
compensation for collecting taxes and fix the amount of 8% for 
collecting State Head Taxes and at %% for collecting property taxes, 
which is below the suggested minimum salary rates, or take any action 
related thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will approve the employment of 
the Police Chief on a full time basis and raise and appropriate the sum 
of $14,000.00, in addition to the amount budgeted, to defray costs of 
salaries, police cruiser and related expenses, or take any action related 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000.00 to seal and tar the hill on Campbell Mill Rd. to 
prevent further washouts, as recommended by the State Highway 
Engineers. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to defray the expenses of tiie Mason Youth Corps not 
provided for by State or Federal funds providing the program is 
continued. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to amend Enforcement 
Article 3, Section C of the Planning Ordinance to read: The Building 
Inspector shall issue any and all building permits when such request is in 
accordance with the provisions of this Code and the Mason Planning 
Ordinance of 1967. The fee for such a permit shall be $3.00 per 
$1,000.00 of the owners valuation of the building, with a minimum fee 
of $9.00. The fee shall be payable to the Building Inspector, one third 
of which shall be returned to the town.

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REPORT OF THE 
FINANCIAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The two remaining members of the previous committee joined 
with the three newly appointed (see complete list under committees in 
front of town report) to review the budget and warrant items with the 
selectmen in preparation for submission to the people at the annual 
town meeting. Three of the smaller budget items were reduced as well as 
one of the money articles in the warrant. The committee made no 
recommendation regarding the request for a sum of money to cover 
police protection on a full time basis. In its opinion the town should 
first decide if it is ready for full time protection before the committee 
considers the amount of money required. 


In the course of our discussion it was determined that each 
$1,000.00 expended represents a $.345 change in the Mason tax rate. 


As to changes in the tax rate for 1971 there are several pertinent 
factors which cannot be pin pointed at the present writing. Such items 
as the taxable value of the new power line, the vote on police 
protection, the actual county taxes, changes in budget or warrant 
articles on the town meeting floor and final determination as to the 
amount required to run the schools. Another consideration which 
directly increase the tax rate in the law benefiting people over 70 years 
old with limited income who are entitled (and rightly so) to a $5,000.00 
reduction in their assessed valuation.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I would like to start this report by extending my thanks to the 
townspeople of Mason for their action in the 1970 town meeting, 
whereby, we were authorized to purchase 20 alerting receivers for the 
Fire Department. We fortunately have had few alarms this year, but the 
response time due to the receivers is far better than it used to be. I feel 
that this was an extremely worthwhile expenditure. 


During the summer, the outside of the Fire Station was painted, 
due mostly to the efforts of the young people of the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps, supervised by Mr. Armington and Mr. Stone. The outside 
appearance of the building, we feel, is now a credit to the town. 


More equipment was added to the Department this year, and a 
trailer-mounted lighting plant was built by the members of the Depart- 
ment at very little cost. This is the only lighting unit of this size in the 
area. We have also obtained a large 10,000 Watt generator at no cost to 
the town, which will be permanently installed at the Fire Station for 
emergency light, heat, and communication. 


We have inserted a Warrant Article in the 1971 Warrant to 
establish a “Fire Department Reserve Fund For Fire Truck Replace- 
ment’. I feel that this is extremely important, as money put into this 
account at this time will ease the purchase of a fire truck within the 
next 2 or 3 years. 


We are still extremely short of Fire Department Personnel. This 
fall we held a recruiting drive and open house at the Fire Station. 
Letters were sent out to 27 prospective members, many of whom had 
previously expressed interest in the Department. That evening, we 
enrolled 1 cooperative member and no new Active members. Total 
number of persons coming to the open house was 2. We realize that 
many people feel that they do not have the time, yet the work load 
carried by most members of the Department, both in their personal life 
and the other town jobs, is amazing. 


The Department wishes to extend its thanks to the Fire Depart- 
ments of Greenville and Brookline for Mutual Aid Assistance during the 
year. 
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My thanks to the Department members and others who have given 
many hours of their time for the good of the Fire Department of the 
town of Mason.

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REPORT OF THE 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet in 
part because of your continued cooperation and favorable weather 
conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 
burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would 
drastically change this picture-to bring about this change we make the 
following suggestions: 


1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to burn 
must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This permit covers 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, as well as garden 
trash and brush burning such burning is restricted by regulation prior to 
9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. with the following exceptions: 


Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at any time under 
normal conditions but only with the approval of the District Chief and a 
written permitt from the Forest Fire Warden. 


2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the 
complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help to prevent 
fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to explain this to 
your child, won’t you? 

3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number by 
the exercise of more care in the discarding of matches and smoking 
material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all cases, make sure 
that the butt or match you discard is out, dead out. Smokey says, 
“Thanks for your help”, and invites you to join with him in setting a 
good example for others in the prevention of fires and the protection of 
our environment.

1970 Ten Week Summer Program 


Seven boys and a girl from Mason participated. One boy was 
assigned to the Greenville program. Educational subjects covered were 
forestry, roadside beautification, landscaping, playground improvement 
and safety, painting, auto mechanics and library practices. 


The youths worked at the Mason School, the school playground, 
the library, the pine grove at the town parking lot, the Town Hall, the 
commons, the fire station, the cemeteries, the conservation lot, the 
historic sites, and, during and after the summer mini-tornado, cleared 
Valley Road of debris and fallen limbs and trees. One boy took the risk 
of exposing himself to driving hail and high winds to secure a temporary 
cover after a hatch on top of the fire station had blown away. 


The Youth Corps gave 1,950 manhours to the town and the 
supervisors gave 500 manhours making this a total of 2,450 manhours of 
work given to the Town of Mason at no cost to the Town. 


I wish to express thanks to the Selectmen and associates for their 
support. Letters from Mason School Club, Supervisory Union No. 63, 
and Governor Walter Peterson made it a worth while summer.
